Since there | 
was no holiday from July 4 to 
Thanksgiving Day, he proposed | 
the tirst Monday in each Septem- | 
ber be set aside as Labor Day. | 
The Knights of Labor enthusi- | 
astically adopted the Maguire 
resolution, , 

On the first Labor Day New 
York members marched in a pa- 
rade and the idea spread until | 
all cities had their parades. Con- | 
gress made Labor Day a national | 
holiday in 1894. 

‘\; The Knights of Labor began as 


a secret organization among the 
garment cutters of Philadelphia 
in 1869. Their objectives included 
abolition. of child labor, better 
working conditions, and a “grad- 
wal reduction of the hours of 
labor to eight hours per day.” 
These sensible suggestions were 
s0 radical in their time that 
membership had to be secret to 
prevent reprisals. In 1886 the 
more than 300,000 members split 
up, the newly-formed American 
Federation of Labor emerging as 
the dominant organization. 

When carpenter Maguire 
proposed his resolution in 1882 
the Nation was in the grip of po- 
litical rebellion against the long- 
entrenched Republican rule which 
had extended from the end of the 
Civil War. Demands for reform 
were in the air. Corruption in 
government was widespread. The 
evils of tariff and credits were 
impoverishing all American agri- 
culture. Populism was rising as 
a political force. William Jennings 
Bryan was speaking. Grover 
Cleveland’s star was rising.

Nineteen bodies were recovered, 
10 of them by divers from the 
water-logged hull of the 48-foot 
boat, Pelican II. Three remained 
unidentified. 


19 RESCUED 


Nineteen of the 56 amateur 
fishermen and crew aboard the 
vessel, which had put out gaily 
for a day of deep-sea fishing, were 
rescued. 

Working under the glare of 
powerful searchlights, all availa- 
ble Coast Guard surface craft pa- 
trolled tZe area throughout the 
night but picked up no other sur- 
vivors. Planes resumed the hunt 
at dawn. 

Fishermen said it was. likely 
many of the bodies had been car- 
ried out to sea with the tide which 
was running out when the boat 
capsized. 

“TI don’t believe there’s any 
hope they aré still alive,” said 
Cmdr. Joseph de Carlo, in charge 
of Coast Guard search operations. 

De Carlo blamed panic for 
most of the fatalities. Cold and 
seasick, many of the holiday fish- 
ermen had taken refuge in the 
cabin after the Pelican, with one 
of its two engines dead, ran into 
a northeast squall. 

Divers who brought up the bod- 
ies from below deck said that the 
trapped fishermen “looked like 
they had been tearing each other 
to pieces” in frenzied attempts to 
get out of the cabin after the ves<- 
sel capsized. 


PILED IN EXIT 

One diver, state police Sgt. 
Thomas Innis, said he-found most 
of the bodies piled up in the exit 
and the narrow passageway lead- 
ing from the cabin.

“Is not this the carpenter?”—Mark 6:3. 


Many great and beautiful names have been given to Jesus, but 
there is none more appropriate for Labor Day than that given Him by 
some of his hometown people who asked, “Is not this the carpenter?” 
He “came into his own country” and on the Sabbath Day he went 
to the synagogue and began to teach. Many who heard Him were 
astonished at His teaching and said: “From whence hath this man 

| these things? and what wisdom 

f is this which is given unto him, 

f that even such mighty works are 

— wrought by His hands? Is not this 

teem the carpenter?” ... And we read 

eae that “they were offended at him.” 

ys As a lad, our Lord worked in 

we Joseph’s carpenter shop and most

i Joseph’s death. His tools were the 

ee saw, hammer, plane, and chisel.

Because He 

was a carpenter He was regarded 

fe as being of humble social position.

As much as Christ is re-. 
vered today, there was a time 
when He appeared te some 
like some good old homespun 
parents do today to their so- 
cially ambitious and, perhaps, 
wealthy children. His lowly 
trade and lack of social dis- 
tinction made Him an embar- 
rassment. It was absurd for 

them to think of a carpenter as Christ. 

Nazareth bas been neglected. Volumes upon volumes have been 
written about Jesus’ birth and death, but little has been written 
about the great miracle of the perfect character wrought out during 
$0 years in the little Galilean hill town. 

Let us go back to Nazareth today. As we see our Saviour 
bend over the carpenter’s bench we seé as nowhere else in the 
world the sacredness and dignity of toil. His presence there 
sheds glory over all manual labor. Everything He touches be-~ 
comes beautiful and every Christian who takes up the tools of 
labor can say, “My Master once worked in a carpenter’s shop.” 
We have a working-man Saviour. - 

At the time Jesus came, labor was considered a disgrace. There 
were three classes: the patricians who lived in luxurious ease; the 
slaves, about sixty miblion of them; and the Pebs Urbana, the idle, 
shiftless class. To be a toiling man was to be despised by the ruling 
class. There was no day of-rest, no Sabbath for those who labored 
anywhere except in little Judea. | 

Only a certain class rested. Pliny tells of Roman slaves who rose | 
early on Sunday, attended secretly the Lord’s Supper, and came 
back to the routine tasks that were no different from other days. | 
Cicero said, “All mechanics are engaged in an unworthy occupation, 
for nothing worthy of a freeman can be had in a workshop.” The) 
Romans waffied no carpenter for their Christ. Christ was a handi-| 
cap to His socially ambitious disciples. ‘‘The common people,” how-| 
ever, “heard Him gladly.” Great hosts of working people came to 
have a strong faith in Him. 

Jesus chose His followers from the working class. All of the 
12, except Judas, were laborers. This does not mean that Christ 
did not care for all men. He loved all men equally. He was 
without class pride. He loved the rich young ruler and dined 
with Simon, the millionaire. He never labeled any man. He re- 
spected every man for what he was in himself. The underlying 
principle of all of His teachings is His respect for human per- 
sonality. : 

A gentleman to many was a man who did not work with his. 
hands. But Jesus changed that! A gentleman to Jesus was any man 
who did an honest job to the best of his ability. 

One great fact remains for the world to see. It was the car-| 
penter of Nazareth who became the Christ. God chose.a humble | 
craftsman to be the vessel of his love. If Christ had come down to) 
live in a king’s palace his humiliation may have been no greater, | 
but somehow humility appears to us greater in His lowly estate. |

I recall a conversation many years ago 
tween Cobb and Ring Lardner Sr, 

“If I wanted to take a full swing, and go 
after home runs, I could have had my share,” 
Cobb said. , 

“Why don’t you?” Ring said. Lardner was a 
great Cobb rooter, over the Babe, or anyone else. 

In the next two days in St. Louis, Cobb got 
three home runs the first game and two in the 
second, as I recall it. Five runs in two games. 

“How is that?” Cobb wired Riftg. 

“Go back to hitting and running,” 
wired. “I like you better that way.” 

Cobb employed a greater combination of 
brains and skill than any ballplayer that ever 
lived. Ty Cobb’s life was. baseball—for more 
than 24 active years. The Babe loved baseball

It’s a City—Not a County—Election 


‘ A number of telephone callers and sev- 
eral visitors have said to us that county 
commissioners have been escorting a can- 
didate for office in the city election, to be 
held in the area which joins the city in 
January, to various places of business and 
soliciting votes for this particular candi- 
date as backed by “the county.” 

_ We certainly do not protest the legal 
right of these county officials to do so. 
This is a free country. But we do earnestly 
protest the fact they are doing it. It is 
not in good taste. The election is a city 
election. It is to choose officials who will 
help govern the city. Why should county 
officials be seeking to get “their man” in 
the city government? These same men 
opposed the Plan of Improvement. The 
Plan won. We earnestly suggest that good 
sportsmanship and the-democratic ideal 
argue against their seeking to put “their 
man” in the city government. There can 
be no other interpretation put upon their 
practice of escorting a chosen candidate 


and of their open soliciting of votes for him. 

The people have spoken on the Plan of 
Improvement. There is a vast area left 
for county officials to govern. It has many 
needs. There is much of # constructive 
nature that can be done. A water works 
has already been mentioned. We suggest 
the county officials involved exert all their 
energies and use all their influence in tend- 
ing to the county’s business. 

The city and county must work to- 
gether. Sensible public officials know this 
and are working toward necessary co- 
operation. 

We urge the people of the territories 
involved not to fall into the trap being 
baited for them. If they are deluded into 
electing men who will carry into the city 
government—which will be their govern- 
ment—the old and costly county-city fight 
then government will suffer. That is not 
good sense.

ceremony, is performed.” 

“The resolution apparently was prompt- 
ed by constant press references to the ‘mar- 
riage mills’ at Rossville and recent pub- 
licity given to the so-called ‘quickie’ mar- 
riages,” the Walker County weekly com- 


First Hope for Preventing 


Utah will attract the eyes and prayers 
of millions tomorrow when it begins the 
first large-scale test on human beings to 
determine whether the paralysis that some- 
times results from poliomyelitis can be 
prevented. 

The test will be simple. It will involve 
the injection of a blood fraction called the 
‘gamma globulin’. That is but one of the 
many substances found in human blood. 
For some reason not yet known the gamma 
globulins contain the highest concentra- 
tion of antibodies, the substances which de- 
fend the body against diseases by attacking 
germs. 

It is not ‘new’. Doctors use it to inject 
children who have been exposed to 
measles. It also has been employed against 
certain virus diseases with excellent re- 
sults. It has been used during polio studies. 
In experiments with monkeys and mice a 
“significant” number of animals injected 
before and after exposure to polio did not 
become ill. Animals which were not in- 
jected did develop polio and many became 
paralyzed and some died. 


mented in regard to the jury’s action. 

In recent weeks, The Constitution has 
carried several news stories as well as edi- 
torial comment on the laxity with which 
the blood test law is administered up at the 
Tennessee border. 

Such laxity, not only there but else- 
where in the state, has made it obvious that 
the blood test alone will not prevent hasty 
marriages in Georgia. Until we conform 
with the marriage laws of neighboring 
states, our border towns will continue to 
be the mecca of irresponsible couples bent 
on hasty marriages, which too often come 
to no good end. _ 

Making the three-day waiting period a 
part of the Georgia law is the logical way 
to end this evil and to re-establish Geor- 
gia in the esteem of our neighbors. 


Paralysis 


Now comes the first human test. Utah 
County, Utah, has been experiencing a near 
epidemic of polio. It has a population of 
83,000. Ten physicians and 25 nurses will 
initiate the test. Only children between 


-the ages of three and eight, the age bracket 


in which most attacks occur, will be sub- 
jected to it and all will be voluntary. Moth- 
ers are reported enthusiastic. Half of the 
children volunteering will be injected with 
the globulin. The other half will receive a 
blood substitute which looks like the globu- 
lin but which will have no effect. Ampules 
will be numbered and will be drawn at 
random. Those giving the tests will not 
know which is which. After the test is over 
tabulators will list the numbers — and 
names—and await the results. It is not 
claimed the test will prevent polio. It is 
merely hoped, on the basis of animal tests, 
it will prevent paralysis in those who do 
become ill with polio. 

Here, then, is some more of the work 
of “The March of Dimes.” Make up your 
mind to give more liberdtly in December 
than ever before. 7

The Editors: In regard te the spelling of the 
mame “Deckard-Detchard” may this old black- 
powder gal be permitted a calculated shot? 

Jacob Dechard was a gunsmith of Philadel- 
phia around 1732, and in Lancaster, Pa., from 
1751 on to 1782. He made guns of the type 
known as Kentucky rifles. He is mentioned in 
Dillon’s fine book on the Kentucky Rifle, but 
there is no description of the original “Dechard,” 
as he made a great many guns in his time. 

He also failed to “sign” many of his products, 
or perhaps the lack of signature on existing 
models which otherwise are identified as his 
workmanship may be blamed on the fact that 
the old rifles easily got out of order and the 
frontiersman himself often turned gunsmith. 


Such gunsmithing tools as bellows, hand vise, 
screwplates, files, and so on, were an essential 
part of the backwoodsman’s equipment. 

To the non-German tongue and ear, the in- 
clusion of a “t” in the name is phonetically logi- 
cal, hence the frequency of the spelling “Det- 
chard.” Those who give a hard sound to the 
“ch” make it “Deckard.” 

Jacob Dechard and his guns played an in- 
tegral part in our country’s history. Surely we 
owe him the courtesy of spelling his name as 
he spelled it.

If Not Ike, 
Then Maybe Earl 


WASHINGTON—Eliminating General Ejisen- 
hower as a possible candidate, there is a growing 
feeling in informed political circles of the Capital 

that Gov. Earl Warren, of California, looms as the only potential 
contender for the Republican presidential nomination who might 
defeat Sen. Robert A. Taft for the party prize next year. 

Taft, as things stand today, is conceded by all competent ob- 
servers to be far out in front among those who have been projected 
for the GOP nomination. Moreover, he is working at it hard and 
diligently. 

But while the Ohio senator is acknowledged to be the leading 
candidate at the present time, he has yet quite a distance to go 
before the matter can be foreclosed in his behalf. That opens the 
way for the anti-Taft forces within the party to unite on a strong 
man to be pitted against him. 

Governor Warrenh’s name enters the picture at this stage of the 
speculation. Excepting only Eisenhower, old-line political heads of 
the party are pointing the finger at him as the best man to lead 


the movement against Taft. 

sid. The movement to prevent Taft from landing the 
Build Up nomination has already been launched and is now 
in the buildup stages. More will be heard of it as the months go by. 

If Eisenhower shouli, for one reason or another, make himself 
unavailable to the Republicans, the question then to be considered 
would be who to turn to. It is a question the anti-Taft people are 
already concerning themselves with. 

The California governor, it is believed, is in the best position 
to be the beneficiary of this stop-Taft movement of any of the 
others currently mentioned for the GOP nomination. Much may 
depend on the way he plays his political cards between now and 
the date of the convention next July. 

Some of the governor’s friends in Washington are prepared to 
urge a bold course on his part in the pre-convention campaign that 
lies ahead, if he is at all interested in the nomination. To make 
himself the spearhead of the stop-Taft forces, it might be necessary 
for him to take the national stump in a frontal attack on the Taft 
record in foreign policy. It is the Ohio senator’s weakest point. All 
of Warren’s public statements indicate that he identifies himself 
with the opposite school of thought.

be, and he is written off as a Republican possibility, then the op- 
portunity will be presented for Governor Warren to pick up the 
ball.

Only by uniting on some outstanding figure like the California 
governor can the Taft opposition forces hope to win, it is argued. 
There is sound logic in this reasoning. If the opposition is divided,

A Good Day for Inventory 


WASHINGTON—Labor Day is a good time to look back, take stock and 
recapitulate what collective bargaining and unionization have meant; not only to 
the American worker and his family, but also to American life and American 


politics. 


It is an amazing drama. 


In that span of two decades we have seen the 


: revival of the organized labor movement from its disintegrating and shattering 
aii “ experience of the depression of the late 1920’s and early 1930’s and it growth and 
progress to its powerful position today. This is not to detract a whit from the work of the pioneers, 
’way back into our history, a little band of selfless, devoted men and women who endured sacri- 
fices always, jails frequently, public obloquy often, and fought a continual uphill battle for recog- 


nition of the very simple principle expressed by 
the Scotch poet, ““A man’s a man for a’ that.” 
There was recognition of that humanitarian 
impulse by those who gathered here in the Roose- 
velt administration in March, 1933, to repair the 
wreckage of the depression and readjust our 
economy so that it would have stability. 


But there was more than that. There was 
recognition of the very practical principle 
that, in order to have stability and enduring 
prosperity, it was necessary to give the indi- 
vidual worker in our mass-machine economy 
self-reliance and independence. 


This would make it possible for him to fight 
for himself and win a sufficient share of the na- 
tional income in higher wages, which would in 
turn, permit him to buy things he and millions of 
his like produced on the assembly line. 

For this unions offered the mechanism of col- 
lective strength. So collective bargaining was 
encouraged, first by general direction of famous 
Section 7-A of the National Recovery Act, after- 
ward by specific guarantee in the more compre- 
hensive framework of the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act. , 

It was a self-help enterprise designed to give 
the worker collective power to bargain with the 
collective power of the often-impersonal corpo- 
rate giants which directed and controlled the in- 
struments of mass production. It was, as well, 
the working out in our economic democracy of 
the checks-and-balances principle, the essence of 
our political democracy. 

Labor leaders, some of them in those dis- 
tressing days back in the early ’30s at the head 
of figuratively shadow armies of workers, were 
given representation in the National Recovery 
Administration of the early New Deal regime, 
and were influential in implementing recovery 
measures with protections for the worker to 
strengthen his position. 

How the unions have grown since, both in 
number of members and in power, is something 
with which we are all familiar. That of itself 
forced recognition and representation of labor 
in the war production setup of the Second World 
War, as in this current em cy. - 

The political story of the last twe decades as 


well as the economic story, has been influenced 
far more than is usually realized by labor in its 
new, highly organizedcapacity. A majority of 
labor switched to the Democratic Party under 
the Roosevelt dispensation and that has accounted 
largely, as we know, for that party’s hold on 
the government. 

Union organization has provided an effective 
political mechanism. The union hall has be- 
come, politically, in this era what the political 
clubhouse of the ward boss was in politics of an- 
other era—and is far more efficient and effective. 
The union bases its activity in enlightenment 
about social and economic conditions and in the 
ways of legislatures and Congress, where things 
can be done to improve these conditions. Its 
educational aspect is too little recognized and 
emphasized. 2 

The story has not always been a pretty one. 
In its growing pains, labor has had its excesses, 
which finally led te restrictions in the Taft- 
Hartley law; it has had its quota of recketeers; 
it has had exploitation by Communist infiltrators 
with whom, however, it seems to have success- 
fully coped now. 

But altogether the story has been a healthy 
episode in the best American tradition.

Madison is the ‘seat of the University of Wisconsin, which has been badly infested with traitorous 


teaching in the guise of liberalism for many years. 


“The (Communist) party considers it espe- 
cially important to get control of newspapers in 
college towns so that young people will be getting 
daily doses of perfumed propaganda under the 
mistaken impression that they are absorbing 
liberal ideas from a progressive American news- 
paper,” McCarthy said in a statement which by 
unanimous consent of the Senate was published 
in the Congressjonal Record. 


* MeCarthy further alleged that Evjue’s pa- 
per “was being used as the mouthpiece of the 
Communist Party,” in- Madison, and he the 
made the flat charge that Evjue, in a signéd 
editorial, on March 14, 1941, admitted that 
Parker was a Communist. 


‘I have received as yet no reply from Parker, 
but Evjue answered a letter of inquiry from me 
with a frenzied editorial couched in the abusive 
style typical of the sort of paper that McCarthy 
mentioned. After almost a whole column of 
evasive action, Evjue came to this: “Pegler warms 
over the oft rehashed story about the Capital 
Times calling Parker a Communist 10 years ago. 
We have pointed out repeatedly that the .word 
Communist had aa entirely different connotation 
in 1941 than in 1951 and that we called Parker 
a Communist in the sanfe way that 10 years ago 
we used the terms Tory, radical or reactionary. 
Today a man could be sued for libel for calling 
another person a Communist.” 

The fact is that Parker could have recovered 
money from Evjue then for calling him a Com- 
munist if it had not been true, as Evjue knew at 
the time. And, it is a further fact that the term 
meant the same thing then that it means today. 

It meant a knowing and willful member of an 
international conspiracy to destroy the govern- 


ment and integrity of the United States, abolish 
the Constitution and deliver this nation into a 
dictatorship, under a “People’s Government” or- 
ganized by party members under the general di- 
rection of the Kremlin. 

It has never meant anything else. But it is a 
uniform defense used by Eleanor Roosevelt, the 
Washington Post and other propagandists of their 
hue to plead that traitorism, as in the case of 
their friend, Alger Hiss, was less loathsome then 


than. it is now. 


Ever since the public began to understand 
the enormous implications of the conviction 
of her friend Hiss on a charge of perjury in 
denying that he was a Communist spy, the 
Roosevelt woman has been trying to excuse it 
as a mild and guiltless .political vagary 
typical of youth membership in a conspiracy 
against this nation. 


It was a cheese-cake exploit of the Capital 
Times which trapped President Truman into his 
ridiculous charge that “McCarthyism” had so 
badly frightened loyal Americans that 111 out 
of 112 persons, who were invited by one of Evjue’s 
reporters to sign a petition containing excerpts 
from the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, were “afraid” to put down their 
names.

union leaders are aware, a great deal of the psychology of that earlier day still dominates the 


thinking of much of the labor movement. 
seeking to get all it can out of the national grab 
bag. In the persistence of this narrow view- 
point is a danger threatening all of the far- 
reaching gains of this century, 


That is being shown ever more clearly 
as the squeeze of inflation becomes harder 
to bear. Thanks to the effectiveness of 
organization, the 15,000,000 unionized work- 
ers have kept not too far behind the upward 
climb of prices. 


But with each week that passes, as the index 
inches upward, the discrepancy between the or- 
ganized and the unorganized grows greater. In- 
creases come far more slowly for those living on 
pensions and small, fixed incomes, if they come 
at all. 

Here is a source of profound resentment fed 
by fear and insecurity. As inflation cuts deeper 
when the big defense spending really begins, this 
resentment will grow. It will be a field ready- 
made for demagogic exploitation by those who 
want to destroy the power of organized labor. 

In the long and bitter controversy over eco- 
nomie controls during the past two years labor 
leaders have repeatedly argued for a law. that 
would protect everyone through rigidly enforced 
price controls. But at the same time in the 
scramble of pressure-group politics in Washing- 
ton they have fought for their own gains, angrily 
hitting back at those who have suggested that 
cost-of-living clauses were in reality a form of 
built-in inflation. 

Coloring this attitude was a belief hung onto

the attitude of a special-interest group 


with stubborn insistence in spite of its being ob- 
Viously false. That was the assertion that prices 
could be held down in spite of wage increases 
through the device of restricting profits. 


If labor held the balance of power in Wash- 
ington, such a shift in the size of the reward as 
between ownership-management and labor might 
have been possible. But labor’s political power 
has been diminishing rather than increasing in 
recent years and a redistribution of the national 
income, regardless of the merits involved one 
way or another, was quite beyond the unions. 


Even individual unions tend to become 
specialized pressure groups out for special 
gains regardless of what their effect may be 
on an industry or on the whole economy. 


While this is understandable, it is neverthe- 
less extremely shortsighted in view of the con- 
centrated and highly organized attack that still 
aims ‘at shearing away the power the unions have 
acquiréd in the past 20 years. 


It raises a larger question, too, about the net 
result of pressure-group government. Both on 
taxes and on inflationary controls, each group 
has followed the doctrine of save-yourself-and- 
the-devil-take-the-hindmost. The consequence 
has been a policy by default that actually in- 
vites inflation. In other words, practicalby no- 
body at all was thinking about the good of the 
whole nation. And in the long run that can be 
disastrous to those same pressure groups that 
have fought to have their own way.

A bronze plaque on the Western Union 
Building at Forsyth and Marietta streets reads 
as follows: “Opera House, erected here by 
Hannibal I. Kimball, was used as first State 
Capitol in Atlanta, 1868-89. Razed 1900.”

War “carpetbagger,” and stayed to become a 
prominent and accepted citizen of Atlanta. 
How this strange transition came about is not 
known unless it Was because so many of the 
city and state leaders (including War Gov- 
ernor Joseph Brown) were themselves in- 
volved in deals with the corrupt and utterly 
evil administration of one Rufus Bullock (a 
New Yorker éalled “governor” of Georgia and 
maintained in office by the bayonets of the 
Northern troops).

Crossing the railroad tracks down at Cordele 

the other afternoon, I saw a little switch engine 

| kick a boxcar and send it careening down the 

tracks, incidentally crossing the highway along which I was travel- 

ing until it finally bumped into some more boxcars down below the 

depot. I thought of an address I heard in Oklahoma some time back 

on the subject “Slip Coaching,” which seems to be the Oklahoma 
description of what we call “car kicking” down here in Georgia. 

The speaker discussed the principle of “drifting,” and how a box- 
car can’t be kicked up hill. And neither can a life. When we begin to 
drift, we know beyond doubt we are going down hill. 

We know that when we begin to coast—mind, body, or soul, we 
are headed toward the Low Road. The “upkeep” of life is more ex- 
pensive than the original investment. When we begin to “slip 
coach,” we begin a process of disintegration that finally leaves us 


out on some secluded side track. 
of, of Gas We appear to be developing in our country 


today, a “slip coaching” philosophy—a phil- 
osophy that predicates itself upon the government giving us an 
economic shove and then coasting along on that power until finally 
we run out of gas—cash, that is—and then we simply sit there on 
the tracks of life until our little bureaucratic switch engine comes 
along and gives us another shove. 

Even at the expense of creating another bureau, I would like to 
see a principle that proved quite effective on a South Georgia 
plantation put into effect on a national scale. 

All the farm equipment had run down. The farm houses had lost 
their paint and were dilapidated, while the tenants were indolent 
and lazy. 

Upon the very verge of bankruptcy, the owner put_in a new 
overseer, who set about at once to correct the situation. He called 
the farm hands together and said, “Bring me all the old plows and 
harrows and rakes and pieces of broken-down equipment scattered 
over the farm and have them here in the barn lot in the morning 
by sun-up.” 

The next morning he went out, and the lot was full of old, 
broken-down equipment. Without any explanation, he set fire to it 
and stood there until every piece burned down to an ash. “Now,” 
he said, “In the morning, bring me all the old sway-backed horses 
and the one-eyed mules—all the old cows that don’t give milk 
any more, and all the pigs and billy goats running around over the 
farm eating up food, and making no contribution to the improve- 
ment of the land.” The next morning the lot was full and, again, 
without any explanation, he took a big ax and knocked each one 
of them in the head. ° 


“Now, in the morning,” he said, “bring me all 

Peop le, Too the old rheumatic worn-out tenants and farm 
hands who have been laying around here for years, eating up the 
food and failing to cultivate the soil, and have ’em here in the 
barn lot at sun-up.” . 

There was consternation on the plantation. The next morning 
before sun-up, when the overseer walked out on the porch, he could 
hear singing and, he could see men in overalls with hoes and rakes 
in their hands, on the way to the fields. And one old colored man 
passed by the kitchen door, and he said, “Boss, if you thinks I’se 
wore out, you’se got another think comin’, I’se got a lot o’ good 
work left in me, and I’se ready to show you—startin’ NOW.” 

I’m not advocating knocking anybody in the head, but there are 
a lot of people who should learn that vagrancy is not a virtue, and 
that indolence is only an industry when bankruptcy is the thing 
you are working for.

How Labor Day Was Born 


A long-forgotten Irishman had an idea—and so, at summer’s 
end each year, America gets on wheels for its final hot-weather 
holiday, Labor Day. 

The long week end began, few people know, just about 70 
years ago. Those were the days when a little Jewish cigar maker, 
Samuel Gompers, was first president of something new called the 
AFL. So impoverished was this “little giant” who was to build 
the world’s most powerful labor coalition, that he walked to work 
in bedroom slippers gor he couldn’t afford shoes. 

Working closely with little Gompers, was the/Irishman, Peter 
J. McGuire. Had ft not been for him, there’d be.no Labor Day 
week end. 

Pete and Sam were raised in the New York East Side slims 
but soon enough McGuire headed west, settled in St. Louis, organ- 
ized the Carpenters Union, raised the pay scale from 15 cents to 
30 cents an hour in two years and then felt that what America 
needed was a national labor outfit. So he launched the now 
famed and all-powerful pivot of the construction trades, the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters of America. 


Most of America’s labor men got to know “Pete” and 
National got him to write the call for a national parley on 
Nov. 15, 1881—and there, in Pittsburgh, Pa., the American Fed- 
eration was born. 

Six months after the AFL set up shop, Pete visited his home 
town and nostalgically went over to the East Side to find his AFL 
brethren meeting in a Central Labor Union session in ancient 
Clarendon Hall. Cries of “Speech” went up. And with the 
lyricism of his homeland, he soon was fervently eulogizing labor. 

There were days hallowed by saints, he said, in a rich, purring 
brogue. There were days memoralizing soldiers, statesmen, ex- 
plorers, musicians and even poets. But nowhere could he find a 
day “for those who, from rude nature, have delved and carved 
all the grandeur we behold”—the men and women who work for 
a living. 

Old Clarendon Hall shook as the “walking” delegates in bowler 
hats, vests and high brogans cheered the idea. Labor Day week 
end was born. Excitedly they asked McGuire to set a date. He 
thought it should be between Independence Day, July 4, and the 
Thanksgiving date. That they liked. Soon they hit on the first 
Monday in September, because they were accustomed to think- 
ing in terms of the first Monday, or the second Tuesday, etc., etc., 
It came naturally. 


But oddly, the first Labor Day celebration was 
On Tuesday held Tuesday, Sept. 5, 1882, for that was the 
first day on which they could organize a parade. 

They carried signs calling for the é¢ight-hour day, attacking 
high taxes, and strangely enough, in view of the important part 
the cost-of-living index plays in the pay of millions today, they 
had a sign saying “We demand a Bureau of Labor Statistics.” 

The next year, the Central Labor Union ran its celebration on 
the first Monday in September. On Feb. 21, 1887, Oregon became 
the first state to make Labor Day an official holiday. 

Some 33 statés later—in 1894—Pete McGuire got to President 
Grover Cleveland and Labor Day became a national holiday,

President Truman Has a New Issue 


WASHINGTON—There seems to have been more than met the eye in Fresident Truman’s attack on 
Sen. McCarthy before the American Legion, which has now been followed by a similar speech by 
Secretary of Labor Maurice Tobin before the Veterans of Foreign Wars. In brief, the signs are ac- 
cumulating that with the election coming on, the pugnacious President has decided to accept battle 
with the Republicans on their own chosen ground. They want to make the big issue “Communism 


in Government.” 

Truman has now got angry enough to choose 
as his own issue “McCarthyism and what it is 
doing to American politica] standards.” 

Thig decision of the President’s can mean a lot 
more.than the mere intention to “hit back” at 
McCarthy, which has already been widely re- 
ported. For one thing, it can largely shape the 
course of the debate in the oncoming Presidential 
campaign. 


It seems odd and tragic that McCarthyism- 
Communism should appear to be becoming 
a main campaign topic, in a time when the 
political decisions of the American people 
will make the difference between this na- 
tion’s destruction or survival. 


There are much larger subjects to talk about, 
if we only had larger men to talk about them. 
Yet in view of the progressive debasement of 
American political life that McCarthyism sym- 
bolizes, the President’s decision is entirely un- 
derstandable and decidedly admirable. 


There is also another thing that this Presi- 
dential decision must mean, if the wiseacres 
interpret the somewhat mysterious White House 
climate correctly. Earlier in the Summer, the 
President seemed to have been worn down by 
the repeated pleas of almost every ther Demo- 
cratic leader, and to be preparing to allow Sec- 
retary of State Acheson to lay down his office. 


Now, however, if the reports from the White 
House are correct, and the President genuinely 
intends to make McCarthyism a main campaign 
issue, the odds on Acheson’s future are thereby 
reversed, Acheson can hardly be permitted to 
go if one of the great combats of the campaign 
is to be conducted, as it were, across his body. 

In Congress, meanwhile, the effects of this 
new trend of White House strategy are already 
clearly apparent. Some months ago, the. chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
Sen. Tom Connally, of Texas, warned the Presi- 
dent that he could not be re-elected with “Ache- 
son hanging ‘round his neck.” The senator waited 


to see the results of this warning, like so many 
others delivered by the leaders on the Hill. Since 


’ nothing has happened, he has now moved to 


disassociate himself from Acheson ifi the most 


_ Marked manner, by taking what comes close to 


a Republican isolation stand on the crucial 
Foreign Aid Bill. 


The unseen effects of the Secretary of State 


_ remaining in office have been perhaps even more 


important; for the resulting character of the 
relationship with Congress has levied a sort of 
blackmail on our policy. Hence certain crucial 
problems, like that of Yugoslavia, have been 
tackled very gingerly. And other problems, per- 
haps even more important, like the obvious: 


_ danger of another vast economic crisis in Britain, 


have not been tackled at all. 


It is better not to think about the results 
that can be produced by this hidden blackmail 
and the anti-Acheson mood in Congress in the 
next session, which will be sitting in the time of 
utmost danger to the Western World. The Soviets 
will be strongly tempted toward new aggressions 
in order to get in first, before Western rearma- 
ment becomes a hard reality. We shall be blinded 
to external dangers by personal and domestic 
quarrels, and by the rising passions of the came- 


paign. 


Altogether, among the terrible risks that 
are going to have to be run in the next four- 
teen months, the worst is probably this risk 
of an American political failure which will 
bring the Western alliance down in ruins. 


On the other hand, the thing has probably 
gone on too long, and the effect of McCarthyism 
on our political life has now become too grave 
for any mere shuffling of cabinet offices to help 
matters, as it would have done last Winter. 

If the State Department will refuse to yield 
to the hidden blackmail, if the President will 
fight straight out against the debasement of 
American standards, the risk of failure abroad 
will be accompanied by the hope of a cure at home.

Co-operation Has Been the Rule

WASHINGTON—I’d like to use this moment in the conductor’s chair of the Mer- 

ry-Go-Round to pass out some brass rings to the American worker and his boss. 

So much has been written about their quarrels and their problems that we tend to 

forget their joint accomplishments. Together they have built a remarkable record of industrial peace, 
Together, with the help of that record, they have made America the mest productive nation on earth. 
Most people have learned to read of killings and rob beries in the newspapers with the realization that 
these things: are the exceptions and not the rule in American life. But too many fail to apply the 

same understanding to stories of strikes and labor-management disputes. 


It cannot be pointed out too often that most of 
the workers and most of the employers settle 
their problems most of the time in a peaceful 
Way. 


The number of tman-days lost through 
strikes in the United States last year was only 
one-half of 1 per cent of the number of man- 
days worked. « 


Most of the time the worker and his boss get 
along. In plants all over the country, they or 
their representatives sit across the bargaining 
table and use the techniques of collective bargain- 
ing that have been encouraged by the government 
for the last 16 years. 

Since 1935, it has been public policy of the 
United States to encourage labor and manage- 
ment to work out their problems through collec- 
tive bargaining. That policy, which developed 
over half a century, was stated in the Wagner 
Act and has been restated by Congress in subse- 
quent legislation. 

The government urges both sides to sit down 
and talk things over. It doesn’t force them to 
agree, but it urges them. to try. The Govern- 
ment can only encourage collective bargaining. 
Labor and management Have made it work. 


They have developed contracts setting forth 
the rights and obligations of each side. They have 
developed unwritten understandings that help 
them meet day-to-day problems without fric- 
tion. 

They have developed the practice of arbitrat- 
ing disputes over the interpretation of contracts. 
If they can’t settle such a dispute themselves, 
they ask an impartial umpire or board of umpires 
to settle it for them. Ovér 80 per cent of collec- 
tive bargaining contracts now provide for arbi- 
tration, 


Collective bargaining has become the key to 
industrial peace in the United States. Collective 
bargaining is what the Government is counting 
on most heavily in this critical defense period to 
keep stoppages of production at an absolute 
minimum. 

The co-operative efforts of labor and man- 
agement, however, can contribute far more to 
the defense effort than a mere reduction of 
strikes. The worker and his boss as a team showed 
what they could do during World War II. 

They can work together to increase produc- 
tion and get rid of the bottlenecks. They can pro- 
mote plant safety and reduce industrial accidents. 
They can work on problems of absenteeism and 
bad morale. 


They can work together to meet manpow- 
er problems; to get the right worker in the 
right job; to arrange for training; to recruit 
women and older workers and handicapped 
workers for suitable defense jobs. 


Just as labor and management have worked 
together to meet ffe problems of the plant, they 
must work together to meet the problems of the 
nation. The preservation of the free way of life 
they both believe in is a goal that should bring 
forth their very best. 

And today, while I sit at the controls, all the 
brass rings on the Merry-Go-Round are theirs. 
What matters is not the few instances in which 
they have failed, but the many in which they 
have succeeded. What matters is not the excep- 
tion, but the rule. 

And the rule is the peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes rather than strikes; the rule is co-operation 
rather than conflict. That is what needs to be em- 
phasized in the United States today. The need is 
for less criticism and more understanding.

Any Lighting 
Can Be Good 


Any light, natural or artificial, 
is good if there is enough of it 
and if it’s properly shaded and 
diffused. No light is good if ‘it 
flickers, is too weak or too 
strong, if it is unshaded at the 
eye level, or causes glare. 

Make the most of sunlight. 
Use light shades; avoid heavy 
drapes; make sure your curtains 
can -be pulled back easily to let 
in the sun. Ideal interior light- 
ing simulates daylight, avoiding 
giare and reflection from po!- 
ished surfaces. Light-colored 
walls and ceilings are a help. 
All areas where difficult close 
work is done should have gen- 
eral room lighting, plus direct 
light on the work.. Eyes work 
best when there is little contrast 
between brightness of the sur- 
rounding area and the working 
surface. 

Most lighting is on the dim 
side, but people differ in their 
requirements. Older folks need 
more light than younger people 
asa rule. The lens inside the 
eye becomes more dense with 
age and lets in less light.

Freesia and oxalis bulbs may be 
started too, and they need to be 
kept In a cool place: so, With 
the weather here what it is, this 
work could be postvoned awhile. 

The lily lovers should keep in 
mind that the Madonna bulbs 
should go into the ground as 
soon as possible, but they should 
be surrounded with sharp sand 
if the soil is heavy. The lily 
of the valley gives the best re- 
sults when separated every four 
years, and if you’ve been put 
ting this off for several years 
you had better do it now. The 
strongest crowns should be se- 
lected and planted three inches

Last week I wrote about a/| 


cold place, or at least a place’ 
which is cold most of the time in 
most parts. That was Alaska. 

This week I shall go to the 
other extreme, and write about a 
hot place, or at least a place which 
is mainly hot. This is the desert. 

There are many deserts on 
earth, and we can hardly describe 
them all in a few words. They 
may be sandy, or they may be 
rocky. They may be high or they 
may be low. One thing which is 
true in general is this: deserts 
tend to be deserted places. | 

Notice that I say “tend to be.” 
No desert is completely vacant. | 
People keep away from them, as 
a rule, but some travelers go 
across the great stretches of| 
wasteland. Here and there are 
oases, with enough water to grow 

lants and to keep people from 

ecoming thirsty. | 

Low deserts are extremely hot 
in the daytime—the temperature 
eften goes above 110 -degrees 
Fahrenheit in the shade. The, 
worst trouble is that shade is 
hard to find. People suffer a high-| 
er degree of heat than the “shade” | 

temperature indicates. | 
At night the air tends to grow) 
cool even over a low desert. On) 
ea high desert the weather may be 
very hot in the daytime but so: 
cold at night that a pool of water 
will freeze. 

We wonder where the stretches | 
of desert sand came from. Two 
fairly good answers exist for that) 
question. Many deserts probably | 
are the beds of ancient lakes or| 
seas ~wwhich dried up and left the 
sand behind. Geologists have 
learned that dry land has taken 
the place of water-covered land in 
hundreds of parts,of the earth. 

We may figure) that a large 
number of Sad deserts are 
places where lakes or seas used to 
exist. | 


some deserts. This theory is 
based on the fact that mountains 
tend to take water from clouds. 


One side of a mountain may have 


thousands of bushes and small 
trees. The other side may be bar- 
ren, with few trees or bushes. 
Water running down the barren 
side of mountains can wear away 
rock, turning much of the rock 
into sand. We suppose that small 
streams flowed down the barren 
sides of mountains and carried 
sand over level stretches, thus 
providing sand for some deserts.
